Honourable and noble friends and fellow Souldiers; 


T being a time of conteſt ( for the juſt liberties of 
this Kingdome, and dominions annexed) with 
thoſe uniutt perſons by whom they have beene en- 
\ deavonred to be lubverted: wee conceiving you ly- 
ing under many of the ſame preſſures 43 wee do, and 
ſa have it cauſe of complaint; and if ſo; as little 
hopes of being heard as wee have had( whoſe iuſt Fetitions 
have beene vbltruRted, and wee declared againſt as enemics 
to the State, and our tcllow SubieAts have had theirs bur- 
ned ) all which ſhewes how they. and wee have beene flight- 
cd in our moſt humble adreſſes; which to us ſecms to be the 
highelt infringment of our undoubced priviledges,thzt ever 
was by any ated, profeſing to maintain them : And it our 
molt cleare and fundamentall priviledpes ſhall be thus de- 
a us, What may wee ( or pong” expe? And whe- 
ther all aur lefſor rights may not, and be not ( at the pre- 
ſent) by the arvitrary. actings of theſe mien, cocally cur off, 
we leave to you to indge? Eſpecially conlidering the time 
when this was done, even imediattly aiter the deare re-: 
demption of thoſe precious priviledges, out of the hands 
of our former enemies, with the expence of ſo much blood 
and treaſure : and that in this vgry iuncture of time, when 
wee were expecting to ſee amn(| reape the fruit of all our 
weary travels; they by this ſhould in effect tell us, and the 
Kingdome with us, wee ſhould never reape any of them; 
but that wee who had fought to ſet our lclves and a King-: 
dome free, ſhould now in the iſſues be more compleatly 
ſlaves then ever; not having ſo much as liberty to Petition 
incaſe of grievances: And thus were wee dealt with even 
while an | Aa having power in, our hands, and they oc- 
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caſian to make further uſe of ws : Therefore you need. 

wonder though you heare of ſuck aQtings amonſt, which at 
firſt view may ſeemne ſtrange ; yer our ſelves that we 
are but by the ſame principles which we were at the 
firſt, by which we then endeavoured to keep our (elves and 
the K from being ruind by the exorbitant aWFings 
of Prerogative power; and ſhall ſtill oppoſe the Hike power 


m any aQting to the like end. Frnng this is all we aime ac 
and are ating _ _—_ 4. _ the onilt oped 
ſons Tying upon the Subics of this Kingdome, O 
parts ooyncd,nf ht be removed, and that the tuſt ri

t0 our owne and the Kingdomes ſafety. 


And thus have we thought fie to communicate onr con- 
dition to you ( dezre friends) that ſo you night righely

anforme your ſelves and others, to the end that yon mij 
Rill have (as formerly (to you hononr) you have had) a 
ſhare in pkeading,regaining,and malncaining the juſt free-= 
domes of your Nation, at ſuch a time, when they are fo 
much in queſtion ; and (ttuly) then to come in ro affent 
and defend them, when others are endeavouring to ſup= 
prefſe them y Jt is that which will ſee a badpe of honour 
to ſuch a people to poſterity. Ther youſhould have your 
part in redeeming the Kin ngland and Domini- 
en of Wales from oppreffion andflevery, aver >ail- 
dren yet unborne, blefle God for you: Which if not 
conlider what a btot of infamy will tye on you and us to 
#ter ages” If we ſhall fic till in ſuck: a time as this, when it 


ſha}! be faid (by them Iytug under oppreſſion.) Our peet- 
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had a prize in their hands, and: mrepperenaty of- 
_ have freed us from it, and have made us happy; but 
woe to us {through their ncglets) they have let it ſlip, 
and have left ws in miſery.

the unrighteous men in the worldare ablero doe againſt 
you ; and alſo the concurrent aſſiltance of all jaſt rat 
onall men, And we truſt the a ces of Cod will bz 
ſuch to us, as "_ ſhall - thoſe ChareQors of himſelte in- 
graven upon amongſt us, even judgement, truth and 
iohceontaells, and the cantrary to theſe (in his own time 
removed) which both by you and us-we h \bgl] be 
ioyntly endeavoured : [n the doing of which-the Lond di- 
re@ us, in whon we bid you heartily farewell.
